Sept., 70$c; Dec,, Ble, 


THR HOUSE OF COMMONS 


Notes of Proceedings in the Can- 
adian Parliament, 
GRAND TRUNK PACIFIC, 

In a speech of two and a half 


hours’ duration, Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
Thursday communicated to the house 


the government's policy towards the 
Grand Trunk Pacific Railway pro— 
ject. The first minister, though ob- 


viously in frail health, approached 


his great task with porfect confidence 
and composure, and concluded a long 
speech without any visible signs of 


weakness. ‘Tho public is already in 
possession of the chief features of the 
contract, No important changes 


have been made, but many of the 
clauses have been tightened up, and 
in points of detail there is, perhaps, 
some improvement. Here briefly 
stated are the provisions of the con- 


tract: 


The eastern division, from Monc- 
ton to Winnipeg is to be constructed 
by the government through a com- 
mission of three with a secretary 
and chief engineer and staff of en- 


ginecrs and surveyors. 


The work is to be let by tender 
and contract after public advertise- 
mont of plans and specifications, the 
lowest tender of any competent con- 
tractor to be. accepted, all contracts 
for $10,000 or upwards to be sanc- 
tioned by the Governor-in-Council; 
no member or Senator to be inter- 


ested in any contract. 


Claims and accounts for work are 
to be paid, on recommendation of 
the Minister of Railways from the 
proceeds of authorized loan, the in- 
terest on which is not to exceed 34 
per cont. Debentures covering the 
cost are to be issued by the commis- 
sioners, the interest upon such de- 
bentures to be a first lien upon any 


earnings of the road, 


The commissioners are to make a 
yearly report to parliament, and 
their accounts , of receipts and ex- 
penditures are to be audited by the 


Auditor-General.

AMATEUR COAL TRIMMER, 
Tells His Experience on an 
lantic Liner. 


Life among the stokers on board 
an Atlantic liner is described in the 
Royal Magazine, by a contributor 
Who put in a voyage as an amateur 
coal trimmer. 

As coal trimmer, he Says, I had to 
wheel my barrow through a narrow 
tunnel, fill it- with coal from the 
bunker, wheel it back again, empty 
it at the stokers’ feet, und keep on 
until the watch was over: but this 
apparently simple occupation was 
not without its perils. The glass 
eylinders which show the depth of 
water in the boilers may burst twice 
a day, but save an occasional scald- 
ing a man is not often injured by 
this, Far more serious are the con- 
sequences Of his opening the doors of 
his furnaces without first shutting 
off his forced draught. A careless 
man—perhaps one Who has boarded 
the ship the worse for liquor—may, 
on starting his watch, forget to shut 
off the three checks at the side of 
the furnace which regulate this ce- 
tail.

Rawdon Council 


Rawdon Town Hall, Aug. 8rd. 

Council met pursuant to adjourn- 
ment, members all present. Minutes 
of last regular meeting and also min- 
utes of court of Revision were read and 
confirmed. 

John Bateman and Jas. Danford 
asked that action be taken to open the 
road running east from the gravel road 
through part of lot No, 18, lot 12 and 
part of lot 11, in the centre of 11th con- 
cession. Mr. Bateman read extracts 
from the records of the township writ- 
ten in 1859 and 1868, relative to this 
road, and claimed that it had been 
properly establised, and asked that the 
road be opened 

Mr. Burkitt stated in reply that .this 
had been simply a road for himself, for 
his own convenience, and for the con- 
venience of some settlers in the early 
history of the township, and before the 
original allowances for roads had been 
made, and claimed that it had never 
beén established as a public highway. 

The Reeve was instructed to get legal 
advice on the matter and to report at a 
special meeting of the Council to be 
called for that purpose. 

W. J. Meiklejohn stated that the 
Seymour council had granted $20 on 
the town line, and asked that Rawdon 
council supplement the grant. Appli- 
cation granted, and amount to be work- 
ed in under the supervision of Mr. 
Meiklejohn. 

Mr, Bidwell Sine asked for permis- 
sion to use the 14th con., east of the 
gravel road, for a winter road, running 
in tos. e.} lot 18. Granted. 

Mr. Kingston introduced a by-law to 
appoint a collector. Mr. Whitton in- 
troduced a by-law to levy rates for the 
current year. 

By-laws were read a first time, short, 
and on motion the council went into a 
committee of the whole on by-laws, Mr. 
Whitton in the chair. The by-law to 
levy rates was read in full in commit- 
tee, and passed clause for clause, The 
following rates were imposed : 

County purposes, 4 mills on the dol- 
lar; township purposes, 1 2/10 mills; 
special grant to schools, 2 3/10 mills, 
making a total of 74 mills on the dollar 
for the current year. 

The by-law to appoint a collector was 
taken up. Moved by Mr. Whitton, 
seconded by Mr. Matthews, that the 
collector’s salary be sixty dollars. : 

Moved by Mr, Cooke, seconded by 
Mr, Rodgers, that the collector’s salary 
be eighty dollars. The latter motion 
prevailed. 

Mr, John Bailey was appointed col- 
lector. Committee rose and reported. 
Both By-laws were read a third time in 
open council, were passed, signed, seal- 
ed, and numbered 284 and 285. 

Mr. John Thompson asked by letter 
that the 14th concession line be defined, 
and also asked for a grant on the Sey- 
mour town line in the 14th concession. 

The road surveyor was instructed to 
survey out 14th concession at the point 
required, and view the town line with 
power to let a job, providing Seymour 
Township supplemented the same. 

Representatives “from the Sawyer 
Massey Co. and the Good Roads 
Machinery Co of Hamilton, were pres- 
ent, wishing to sell a rock crusher. 

Moved by Mr. Whitton, seconded by 
Mr. Kingston, that these gentlemen be 
heard relative to the merits of their 
respective machines. Both Messrs. 
Scott and Robinson gave a very inter- 
esting talk on rock crushers in general, 
as to capacity, endurance, and power.

Large Shipment of Cattle. 


More Than One Thousand “ Stock- 
ers” for the Northwest. 


From the Campbellford Herald. 

Friday last was the busiest scene 
about the railway station that has been 
seen at any time for many years, as 
besides the shipment of cheese and other 
merchandise, a whole trainload of twen- 
ty-four oars, containing more than one 
thousand young cattle, drawn by two 
locomotives, moved out of the station 
yard for the great Northwest. 

Sixteen carloads containing 647 head, 
were the shipment of Mr, Jas. Dempster, 
of Gananoque, and Mr. Dan Black, of 
Campbellford, those of the former from 
three places, viz: eight from War- 
wick, Que., two from Lansdowne, Ont., 
and three from Granby, Que. Mr. Jas. 
Kenney, of Napanee, added five car- 
loads—225 head—to the number, and 
Mr. John McKelvie, Jr., of Seymour 
west, three carloads more, containing 
150 head, which with three carloads 
from Campbellford, made up a total of 
1022 cattle. . 

On the arrival of the train the whole 
herd from the east were let loose on the 
unoccupied grounds near the station, 
and presented a sight which drew scores 
of persons to see, The train left here 
in the afternoon, and the live freight 
will be conveyed to Calgary, Moosejaw, 
and Medicine hat. The large shipment 
is in charge of several men, some of 
whom went from here.

ONCE MEANT AUTHORITY. 


Origin of Custom of Wearing 
Rings Lost in Antiquity. 


The cusitom of wearing rings to 
adorn the hand is of such remote 
date that all attempts to trace its 
origin are lost in the obscurity of 
antiquity; but the primary inten- 
tion of this practice, in early ages 
of the world, appears to have been 
as an emblem of authority and govy- 
ernment; and this was symbolically 
comimnunirated by delivering a ring 
to the person on whom they were 
intended to be conferred. y. 

In conformity to this ancient usage 
the Christian church employed the 
ring in the ceremony of marriage 
(which was first adopted by ‘the 
Greek church) as a symbol of the 
authority 
to his wife over his household, and} 
of the earthly goods with which he 
thus endowed her. 

Under the Roman Consuls, rings 
were at first manufactured of iron, 
and worn only soldiers, and that 
upon the third finger of the left 
hand, hence denominated the ring 
finger. Increasing wealth soon su- 
perseded an ornament of this infer- 
jor metal by introducing rings. (of 
more costly materials, and these 
made of gold were afterward so very 
general that-it is related-after sthe 
celebrated battle of Cannae Hjanni- 
bal sent a bushel of them to the 
Senators at Carthage, of which he 
had despoiled the slain and prison- 
ers. 

Under the Emperors, the common 
soldiers, and even freedmen, wore 
gold rings, although they were ori- 
ginally prohibited unless personally 
given by the Empcror. The peti- 
tions soliciting this privilege be- 
came, however, so numerous that 
Justinian was tired of their impor- 
tunity and ultimately permitted all 
who thought proper to bestow them. 

Rings have very long ‘taken a con- 
spicuous part as love tokens. of 
all the sorts of rings which have fre- 
quently been despatched as mesKen- 
gers of love, that kind of double- 
hooped one (half of which was often 
worn by the lover, the other . half 
by his ‘‘soul’s delight’’) called the 
gemmow, or grimmal, ring, stands 
pre-eminent. Upward of twenty in- 
stances might be quoted — from 
Shakespeare mentioning the use of 
this kind of ring.

RUSSIAN PILGRIMS. 


HOW AGED PEASANTS ATTAIN CASTE 
IN THEIR VILLAGES, 


They Travel Far Awny to Pray at 
Distant Shrincs and Monasteries, 
The Holy Places They Visit and at 
Which They Are Fed and Lodged, 


When the snows of winter melt in 
Russia and the woods are fragrant 
with violets and the ice in great masses 
floats down the rivers to the sea the 
peasant who is on the threshold of old 
age, tired of long inaction, comes forth 
from his izba and looks abroad. 
Strange thoughts have been stirring in 
him for several months, recollections of 
a vow that he once made that, if heav- 
en willed, he would one day worship in 
a certain monasery and there venerate 
the relics of its saints. For many a 
long year it seemed as if this vow 
would never be fulfilled, for there was 
work to do in the village of which he 


could in no way rid himself, and still 
more pressing was the burden of a 
numerous family that could not be left, 
But now the children have grown up 
and can fend for themselves, and the 
father and mother are no longer of the 
same value to the community as labor- 
ers. Indeed were they to quit the vil- 
lage they would not be much missed. 
One way, however, remains for them 
to redeem their lost position and to en- 
title themselves for the rest of their 
lives to the respect of all their neigh- 
bors. It is to go on a far distant pil- 
grimage. 

Innumerable are the sacred places in 
Russia and out of Russia which the 
pilgrims visit. On the sterile tundras 
that end in the lonely strand where the 
waves of the White sea fling their foam 
upon the walls of the Solovetsky mon- 
astery; on the quays of Odessa, await- 
ing the steamer that will carry them to 
Jaffa, or on the monotonous straight 
roads that for verst upon yerst lead by 
forests of white stemmed birch or som- 
ber pine to the resting place of St. 
Serge, near Moscow, or of the saints 
who sleep in the catacombs of Pet- 
chersk at Kiey, there may be seen 
bands of pilgrims, staff in hand, jour- 
neying on foot, through poverty or in 
accordance with a vow, to their far- 
off goal. The men often wear clumsy 
but comfortable shoes of plaited bark, 
stockings fastened round the leg with 
string, breeches reaching to the knees 
and wide, baggy, flowing coats attach- 
ed to the waist with a colored belt. 
The women hay@a colored underskirt, 
a short dress and bodice all in one and 
a bright hued handkerchief wrapped 
round the head, a knapsack on the 
back and a gourd or kettle fastened 
to a girdle. But the costumes are 
very various, and it would be impossi- 
ble to describe them all. 

These pilgrims beg for money com- 
paratively rarely. They have the self 
respect and independence which befit 
people presumably so pious. Perhaps 
they have saved for this pilgrimage for 
many years; they are hardy up to the 
Jast degree. At night they sleep where 
they can, in a monastery or perhaps in 
sheds that have been erected for them 
by the road, and when they wish to 
drink they stop and ask for water at a 
peasant’s hut, where they are respect- 
fully received. If they are short of 
bread the poor moujik will give them 
some, if he has any, for the charitable 
instinct of the people in Russia is inex- 
tinguishable. And perhaps, too, they

will render some service to the homes 
| that they visit. Tolstoi has described 
a pilgrim to the Holy Land who found 
a whole family dying of starvation and 
set them up again. And when Satur- 
day arrives, and all good people are 
bound by their religion to take a bath, 
then men and women will plunge into 
the river regardléss of the want of 
bathing machines and careless of all 
bathing regulations. 

Glad, after this interminable march 
of many-weeks, is the Russian pilgrim 
when he sees far off, flashing against 
the azure sky, the domes of the church- 
es of the holy places where he is to 
worship, and especially is he glad if it 
be a town, like Kiev, that stands on a 
range of wooded hills, breaking the 
monotony of the endless plain. Sing- 
ing a more joyous hymn, he approach- 
es eagerly, for he knows that there are 
food and lodging assured him at his 
destination. At Jerusalem there is an 
immense conyent built, supported by 
the Russian government, which is well 
aware of what the pilgrims do to in- 
crease Russian influence and her repu- 
tation in the Holy Land. At Soloyet- 
sky there is a hotel with sloping coun- 
ters that serve as a resting place. At 
the lavra of Petehersk, the oldest of the 
Russian monasteries, there has been 
a house for the poor since the eleventh 
century, Some of the pilgrims are c- 
commodated {n rooms that resemble 
well kept haylofts, and each one apes 
locker, where he may sit during the 
day and sleep at night. There is a hos- 
pital there, too, with eighty beds, and 
a special wing for those wwhone ae 
ments are not of serious description. 
And for three days pilgrims are lodged 
and boarded free, and many age fie 
ed to come and go just 18 they will.

A physician who belongs to the club 
explained the reason of it.

If a man looks 
straight ahead of him or reads a@ news- 
paper his ride will do him little good. 
He might as well remain at home on 
his front stoop. But if he looks about 
him, constantly shifting his gaze from 
one scene to another, he gets into a 
State of drowsiness such as is brought 
about by artificial means when it is 
called hypnotism. ‘That is why 50 
many men feel like dozing in the club 
after they come in from a ride or a 
drive in the park, 

“Sleep induced by overeating is not 
natural. That brought about by stimu- 
lants is nothing but ‘blood poisoning 


and stupor. It may be desirable and 
even necessary in some cases to pro- 
duce this stupor. But the State into 
which the brain is thrown is not sleep. 
If natural sleep follows, it is a con- 
tingency and not the effect of the 
stimulant. But I was going to tell 
you a story, not deliver a medical lec- 
ture. I must not mention names, but 
many old club men of New York will 
remember the tragedy, 

“There was a man who was quite 
prominent, both in a business and 50- 
cial way, in the life of this city. A 
dreadful family misfortune brought on 
insomnia. He would Sometimes go 
forty-eight hours without sleep; then 
after a hormal night or two he would 
not be able to sleep for a week. All 
his life until his trouble came upon 
him he bad been habitually a heavy 
sleeper. After two or three months of 
this insomnia attack his health began 
to give way. Physicians tried all the 
usual means of overcoming the diffi- 
culty, but failed. He was prescribed 
sleeping drafts until it became dan- 
gerous to continue them longer. 

“Then he went to Europe, taking a 
competent young physician of my ac- 
quaintance as companion. Specialists 
abroad prescribed walking and moun- 
tain climbing, but they discovered that 
there is nothing to be gained by in- 
creasing the fatigue of the body when 
worry of mind will not allow the re- 
pose to which the limbs are entitled. 
The man came home little the better 
for his trip. He retired from business. 
His strength wasted away. 

“Finally by one of those curious 
freaks of nature we occasionally 
caught him dozing at the club, All 
who knew his misfortune sympathized 
with him. We moved about as though 
in a sick chamber until he awoke. He 
seldom slept more than twenty min- 
utes and told us that his restlessness 
at night continued.
